In the third quarter added three

The first quarter wa.s marked by 
exchanges of i)unis. Kercheval. 
Kentucky's brilllatil punter, getting 
much the better of his kicking duel 
with M. Urick, Keydet half. Late 
In the first quarter Darby, Ken- 
tucky's half, slashed off right tackle 
for a 25 yard gain before he was 
run out of bounds on the Raftery- 
ite's two yard line. It took Ken- 
tucky four downs to make those last 
two yards, but on th« tourth at- 
tempt Kerebaval orasbad center for 
Kentucky's first touehdown of the 
year. A minute later Kercheval 
planted a place-kick squarely 
through the goal posts and Ken- 
tucky was laaMac V. M. L by seven 
points. 

The second quarter was mainly a 
series of punting duels, with Ker-

General Comment 
The whole Kentucky team showed 
up well for an opening Kame. Pen- 
alties and fumbles held the Wild- 
cats back on several occa.sion.s. but 
V. M. I. made even more costly 
fumbles. 

The work of Kentucky's line was 

excellent, as V. M. I. aade ODly 
three first downs, and tWO Of those 
wore on penalties. 

Kerchevai's educated too and 
passing arm were the dominant fac- 
tors in Kentucky's offense. Darby 
and Bach made nice gains, Bach's 
57 yard touchdown Jaunt being the 
longest run of the Rame. 

Bill Kaylor. at tackle, and P. 
Urick. at end. played good ball for 
V. M. I. Travers was the Keydet's 
best bet In the backfleld, but injur- 
ies hampered his playing. 

Though Kentucky's goal was 
never in danger, the Keydets put 
up a real fight. The size of the

It contains proljably the most com- 
plete cnllocfinn of Kentucky cave 
material of any museum in the 
world. In addltkm to the speci- 
mens which have been taken from 
tlM famous Mammoth cave, the 
collection Includes mineral deposits 
representing the following caves: 
New Entrance to Mammoth cave. 
Great Onyx, Mammoth Onyx, Floyd 
Collins, Crystal cave, OHtar, and 
the Cascade Caverns. 

Many of the cave deposits are 
seldom seen in museums. Offered 
for examination in tills group are 
the beautiful gypsum flowers and 
fern and grape formations. 

On display in the numerous cases 
of minerals are samples of almost 
mineral deposit 
Fluorspar, coal, 
petroleum, rask b^Mlt, oaldto, 
barlte. sphalerite, Iraa ore. and 
galena are a few of the minerals 
represented. In .some cases, the 
specimens have an Important his- 
torical value. According to D. M. 
YOung, curator, some of the Iron 
ore OB display waa nsad in furnaces 
as early as the Civil war. m addi- 
tion, two solid Iron meteorites, one 
of which fell In Olasgow, Ky , in 
the spring of 1932. are included in 
tlie coIlaetkMi of minerals.
